The Examiner accepts the drawings filed on May 24, 2002. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-22, 24, and 26-61 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses electronic purse loan system for storing the data of a short 
amount in a center and a POS terminal to clear off the short amount in the next 
transaction when a commercial transaction is performed. The prior arts of record 
include the teaching of Baik (US 5,773,804), Halpern (US 4,906,828), Nagata (US 
5,140,517), Takeuchi (Us 4,963,722), Kolls (US 5,637,845), and non-patent literature . 
titled "Transportation: Promoters Hope Advertising and Marketing Gimmicks will Steer 
Freeway Drivers to the Region's First Pay as You Go Highway". Baik, Halpern, Nagata, 
Takeuchi, Kolls, and non-patent literature generally teach electronic money purse 
method of storing a consumed amount in an IC card. However, the prior arts of record 
fail to teach, singly or in combination, wherein information is stored on IC card in 
rewritable memory including a balance information storage which stores electronic 
money information representing a balance of loan and a loan information storage which 
stores information representing a loan and information regarding loan including an 
upper limit of loan, transactions using loan, dates of transactions, and repayment terms 
of loan. Furthermore, the prior arts of record fail to teach, singly or in combination, 
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wherein IC card reader/writer writes information representing a loan of an amount of 
money from a bank or center to the user of the IC card and information regarding loan 
into loan information storage when electronic money information representing a balance 
less than amount of money to be paid for the commercial transaction. 

The examiner agrees with the applicants' arguments presented in the remarks of 
October 31 , 2005 and has withdrawn the rejection under 35 USC 102/103 over 
Jennings and 35 USC 103 over Baik, Halpern, Nagata, Takeuchi, Kolls, and non-patent 
literature titled "Transportation: Promoters Hope Advertising and Marketing Gimmicks 
will Steer Freeway Drivers to the Region's First Pay as You Go Highway". The prior 
arts of records taken singly or in combination fail to teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
invention. Therefore, the examiner favors the allowance of claims 1 9-22, 24, and 26-61 .
